ORS 336.185 gives definitions of 
student records. 

ORS 336.195 requires that all stu- 
dent records shall be confidential 
and specifies persons and agencies 
that may have access to them. 

ORS 336.205 provides that any 
category of student records desig- 
nated as confidential shall not be 
deemed a public record. 

ORS 336.215 authorizes schools to 
transfer all records for an individual 
student to another school or educa- 
tional institution upon notice of 
enrollment In the new location. 

ORS 342.155 authorizes school 
districts to employ teacher aides 
and interns, subject to rules of the 
State Board. 

ORS 342.173 provides for forfei- 
ture of state funds by any district 
which employs a noncertificated 
person as a teacher. 

ORS 342.608 requires boards to fix 
working hours to include 30-minute 
duty-free lunch periods; provides 
for penalty; exempts one- and two» 
teacher schools.

Activities: 

The Department of Education is available to assist 
districts in determining energy conservation pro- 
cedures. Department staff provide assistance to 
districts in developing building proems, and evalu- 
ate existing buildings and grounds as well 'as plans for 
construction of new or modification of existing 
facilities. 



ORS 337.120 provides that district 
school boards select textbooks and 
other instructional materials from 
state lists, with exceptions, provides 
for delays. 

ORS 337.141 permits local districts 
of 20,000 or more school-age chil- 
dren, and others by approval, to 
make local adoptions. 

ORS 337.150 requires district 
boards to provide textbooks free in 
grades one through eight and 
authorizes free use of textbooks for 
students in grades nine through 
twelve. Provides for parents to pro- 
vide textbooks with exceptions for 
indigent pupils. 

ORS 337.260 requires selection of 
texts which adequately stress ser- 
vices of those who helped achieve 
our national independence and our 
constitutional form of government, 
and preserved our federal union; 
and prohibits discrimination against 
others who contributed to our his- 
tory and system of government. 

ORS 336.630 requires display of 
the United States and Oregon flags 
on or near each school buOding 
during school hours, subject to suit- 
able weather.
